These lands may be entered upon next 
Tuesday, the 22d inset , at 12 o’clock 
noon, central standard time. 

The proclamation reviews in detail 
the agreements between the govern- 
ment and several tribes and bands of 
Indians, and also the acts of Congress 
authorizing and accepting confirmation 
of those agreements and providing for 
the proclamation. Notice is given in 
the proclamation that no person shall 
be permitted to enter upon and occupy 
the land until the time given and no 
person violating this provision shal! 
Le permitted toenter any of said lands 
or acquire a right thereto. Further 
notice is given that, the land incladed 
in the proclamation will be attached 
to eastern and Oklahoma land Sdis- 
tricts. Attached tothe proclamation 
isa schedule giving a description of 
the land to be opened, the aggregate of 
which is 266,243 acres,

Large Nambers Are Prosperous and Con- 
tented. 


There are satisfactory reports fram 
Rio de Janeiro about the condition of 
the one hundred thonsand Italian. !’\)!- 
ish, German and Hebrew immigrants 
who have settled in Brazil within the 
last two or three years. They are éx- 
ceedingly well treated by the authori- 
ties and the new republic, and by the 
native citizens of localities in which 
they may be pleased to take up their 


abode. Those of them who desire land 
| have no difficulty in procuring it, and 
(those who seek employment in the 
mines, or in trades, or at unskilled la- 
- bor do not need to remain icd!e.

Bob and. Ben Jordan became recruit- 
ing officers and arrested twenty- 
six men in Gilman county, and 
started with them to the front. On 
the way two escaped and twenty-four 
were lodged in Gainesville, jail. Next 
morning the Jordans picked out twelve 
whom they had the best reason to be- 
lieve had been implicated in the out- 
rages upon their family and chained 
them together and marched them to 
this white oak tree on the New Holland 
road. They stood them up in a row 
and Bob Jordan marched sfowly along 
the line with a large army pistol and 
shot them with his own hand one ata 
time. Some fell on their knees and 
and prayed, while others looked their 
slayer square in the face and died with 
an oath.on their lips. Amongthe num- 
ber was a fragile boy about fifteen who 
was chained to a very large man. 

The boy was shot first and the man 
supported him in a standing posture un- 
til he himself was shot, when they fell 
to the ground together. 

Those twelve men were hastily buried 
in a trench, dug upon the spot, but 
after the war they were exhumed 
by the federal authorities and removed 
to the national cemetery at Chatta- 
noowa. 

Aster the war Bob Jordan was shot 
to death in Florida by a weak, sickly 
young map upon whom he was impos- 
ing. Ben was stabbed to death in a 
barroom in Texas.

STORY OF A DIAMOND. 


It Was Obtained by a Surgeon from a 
Brazilian by Sharp Practice. 

A rare diamond, weighing nearly four 
carats, now in New York, has a re- 
markable history. It was found, says 
the Pittsburgh Dispatch, in the gold 
district of Brazil by a native who did 
not know its value, but kept it as a

While stooping to drink from 
a brook the fangs of asnake were fas- 
tened in the bag which contained the 
stone, On reaching the camp he was 
found to be succumbing rapidly to the 
effects of the venom, and when ques- 
tioned by the camp surgeon told how 
the smake had seized the bag at his 
throat. 

The surgeon was permitted to see the 
stone, and, suspecting its real charac- 
ter, he told the native that it was ex- 
tremely dangerous to have it abeut him, 
as it attracted venomous reptiles, and 
advised him to sink it in the neighbor- 
ing brook. The superstitious finder of 
the diamond acted upon the suggestion, 
and the covetous surgeon, having 
watched the proceeding, availed him- 
self «= the first opportunity to fish the 
gem from its hiding place. The dia- 
mond was purchased recently from the 
cutter in Europe by Edwin A. Thrall, of 
New York. 


Dwellings of Relgian Workingmen. 

The results of the official inquiry into 
the condition of the dwellings of the 
working classes in Belgium have just 
been published. According to the re- 
turn there were in Beussels on Decem- 
ber 41, 1890, 49,619 families, of which 
19,254 were the families of workmen. 
fhe number of houses in the city was 
19,504, inhabited by 168,168 . persons. 
There are 4,601 houses inhabited by the 
working classes, 105 common lodging 
houses, and 3,436 places of business. 
The rent of a reom for a workman 
averages 11f. 68c. a month. The average 
daily wages of a workingman is 3 f. l4c. 
Of the 19,284 working-class families in 
Brussels 10,462 have. occasional re- 
course to public charity. Of working- 
class families 491. oceupy an entire 
bouse, 1,571 occupy three rooms, 8,058 
have but two rooms, and 6,978 have

Fortunes Where They Were Least Ex- 
pected.

THE NATIONAL CAPITOL. 


Jimensions of the Building’s Various De- 
partments. 

The entire length of the national cap- 
itol building from north to south is 751 
feet 4 inches, and its greatest dimension 
from east to west 350 feet. The area 
covered by the building is 153,112 square 
feet. The dome of the original central 
building was constructed of wood. This 
was replaced in 1856 by the present 
structure of cast iron. It was complet- 
ed in 1865. The entire weight of iron 
used is 8,909,200 pounds. The dome is 
crowned by a bronze statue of Freedom. 
It is 19 feet 6 inches and weighs 14,985 
pounds. It was modeled by Crawfotd. 
The height of the dome above the base 
line of the east front is 287 feet 5 inches. 
The height from the top of the balus- 
trade of the building is 217 feet 11 
inches. The greatest, diameter at the 
base 135 feet 5 inches. The rotunda is 
95 feet 6 inches in diameter, and its 
height from the floor to the top of the 
canopy is 180 feet 3 inches. The senate 
chamber is 113 feet 3 inches in length 
by 80 feet 3 inches in width and 36 feet 
in height. The galleries will accommo- 
date 1,000 persons. The representatives’ 
hall is 189 feet in length by 93 feet in 
width and 36 feet in height.
